Germany Will Lose a Monopoly 

The day of Germany's monopoly of 
the dye industry is past. The organi- 
zation of factories in other countries, 
under government support and with 
government protection, insures a var- 
ied supply for the future. Japan has 
now entered the field. 

The Japanese government has vot- 
ed a subsidy to all corporations and 
firms engaged in the manufactu: of 
dyes, provided more than halt o: tne 
capital is subscribed by the subjects 
of Japan. The artistic value of Japan- 
ese industries depends much upon 
dyes, and the suply heretofore has 
come mainly from Germany. 

The amount of the subsidy will en- 
able the companies to.pay a dividend 
of 8 per cent. on the paid up capital, 
and the subsidies will be for ten 
years. The manufacture of material 
for gunpowder will be regarded ag
